Allotment For 1939 Shows 
Substantial Increase 
Over 1938 


Jacksonville, March 23.— Prac- 
Ucal benefits which Palm Beach 
County has received from the var- 
fed phases of the State Welfare 
Program. from July 1, 1937, when 
the State Welfare Board was in- 
ducted into, office to. December 31, 
4938, the end of the last calendar 
year, were summarized ina state- 
ment released here today from the 
state offices of the Board. 

When the Board went into’ of- 
fice $99 residents of Palm Beach 
County were receiving, Old - Age 
Assistance, the statement said. 
‘The number of recipients had been 
increased to 800 on Decembr 31, 
1938, for an.aggregate sum of 
$13,414.00 per month. During the 
18-month period, Palm Beach 
County had received "$204,878.00 
in Old Age, Assistance. At the end 
of December there were 160 appli 
cations pending. 

At the end of December the 
number of recipients of Aid to the 
Blind had increased to 55 and the 
monthly payroll had amounted to 
. During the year 1938 
Palm Beach County's sightless 
were aided to the amount of $6,- 
525.00. : > 

The Aid to Dependent ‚Children 
Program was’ retarded by lack: 
funds and athe end of 1098 pa 
still in its infancy. During De 
cember 38 children received this 
ald for a joiit sum of $364.00. The 
county is entitled to $2,896.00 
monthly, imited funds. available 
being distributed on a population 
basis. 


The case load of recipients ‘of 
surplus commodities was swelled 
by a federal regulation broadenirig 
eligibility requirements to include 
those whose incomes were less 
than 100 per cent of their budget- 
ary. needs. It increased to 1,709 
persons as of December 31. Dur- 
ing the calendar year 1938 «loth- 
ing fashioned in W,P.A. sewing 
rooms to the value of” $19,876.80 
and surplus commodities to ‘the 
value of $26,785.20 were distribut- 
ed in Palm Beach County. 

Palm Beach has main- 
tained an average enrolled 
strength of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps of 45 men. These men 
earn $30 per month each and ré- 
mit $25 monthly to depéndents at 
home. During the tenure of the 
State Welfare Board Palm Beach 
County has reslizedan  ayerage 
monthly, income of $1,350.00 from 
this source. The aggregate amount 
Tecelved by enrollees during that 
period was $24,300.00. 

As certifying agent, the State 
Welfare Board dyring the, past 
year, has certified’ 2,431 residents, 
of Palm Beach County, to the 
W.P.A.. for employment as, jobs 
became available. 

The benefits, the statement 
‘stressed, wore made possible with- 
out the necessity for levying any 
new tax other than that imposed 
upon the sale of intoxicating bev- 
erdges through repeal of the pro- 
hibition amendment.”
